gramme of public works authorized by the provinces 
and municipalities under a definite arrangement made 
with Ottawa must'be suspended because the Dominion 
government is unable to proceed with its part of the 
agreement. With the terms of fhat arrangement of¬ 
ficially communicated from Ottawa the public gen¬ 
erally is familiar, and up to this time every plan of 
relief work has been based upon them. In this prov¬ 
ince both the provincial and municipal authorities al¬ 
ready have contracted certain liabilities on account of 
employment work, on the official assurance that the 
Dominion would contribute fifty per cent of the cost, 
the federal government also to lend money for the 
provincial and municipal proportion*. 

The provincial programme provided for the exten- 
lion of the P.G.E. to Prince George and work on the 
main highway* of the province, particularly sections 
of the trens-Canada highway, and while nothing has 
been done in regard to the extension of the railroad, 
some 15,000 men have been put to work on the roads 
at an expenditure of $50,000 per day. The city also 
has assumed important liabilities under the impression 
that Ottawa would finance it in the form of a direct 
contribution and by loan. f 

The federal government’s change of plan is said 
to be due to financial exigencies. It it ■ pity it could 
not have foreseen this situation a few months ago 
when it authorized the arrangement under which the 
provinces end municipalities have committed them¬ 
selves to formidable obligations. This should have 
been foreseen not merely two or three months ago, 
but earjy this year, when at least a tentative pro¬ 
gramme should have been mapped out.

1 fact in some aspects it is calamitous, if the pro¬ 
gramme of public works authorized by the provinces 
and municipalities under a definite arrangement made 
with Ottawa must be suspended because the Dominion 
government is unable to proceed with its part of the 
agreement With the terms of that arrangement of¬ 
ficially communicated from Ottawa the public gen¬ 
erally is familiar, and up to this time every plan of 
relief work has been based upon them. In this' prov¬ 
ince both the provincial and municipal authorities al¬ 
ready have contracted certain liabilities on account of 
employment work, on the official assurance that the 
Dominion would contribute fifty per cent of the cost, 
the* federal government also to lend money for the 
provincial and municipal proportions. 

The provincial programme provided for the exten¬ 
sion of the P.G.E to Prince George and work on the 
main highways of the province, particularly sections 
of the trans-Canada highway, and while nothing has 
been done in regard to the extension of the railroad, 
some 15,000 men have been put to work on the roads 
at an expenditure of $50,000 per day. The city also 
has assumed important liabilities under the impress ion 
that Ottawa would finance it in the form of a direct 
contribution and by loan. 

The federal government’s change of plan is said 
to be due to financial exigencies. It it a pity it could 
not have foreseen this situation n few months ago 
when it authorized the arrangement under which the 
provinces and municipalities have committed them¬ 
selves to formidable obligations. This should have 
been foreseen not merely two or three months ago, 
but eajy this year, when at least a tentative pro¬ 
gramme should have been mapped out

This depression has coat us some of the things 
ire created, but it hat robbed us of none of our 
power to create. We may lose —me beautiful things, 
but ire have lost no lore of the beautiful.

With prosperity still on furlough. Mr. Hoover hss 
come out with a gigantic proposition to put slacker 
dollars to work, to buttress Industry by freer and 
easier credits, to restore public confidence in the coun¬ 
try's economic condition.. His plan, approved by the 
great New York banking captains, involves ths crea¬ 
tion of a $5004)00.000 corporation by private bankers 
to take up the frosen paper of Insolvent banka and 
other Institutions, and otherwise give elasticity to the 
credit situation. In other words, there will be more 
money available for Industry, for agriculture, and for 
other national needs. Finally. Mr. Hoover te considering 
an extension of his moratorium upon tha payment of 
international war debts. 

While too much need not be expected from this 
plan—for the world’s economic position is not so 
simple m to respond readily to any remedy—a large 
measure of good 1s bound to flow from It. and' Canada, 
beyond question, will get a portion of the benefit. The 
history of pest depressions has shown that Canada In¬ 
variably reacts unfavorably to depressed conditions in 
ths United States. Our present position. Indeed, te due 
In no small measure to the collapse which has occurred 
across the line, this being particularly true of our 
difficulties In financing.

arrive at 8.45 this morning. 

Services Will be held Thursday morn¬ 
ing at II o’clock at St. Thomaa the 
Apostle Roman Catholic Church, and 
burial will be In Calvary. The body 
waa accompanied by the old Roman's 
only aon, J. Louis Comiskey, and Harry 
Orablner, secretary of the White Sox 
and Gomlakey’a closest confidant. 

Com lakey 's last illness came upon 
him while he still waa trying to build 
a club to replace his American League 
champions of 1919. which he wrecked, 
after the acandal which followed the 
world aeries that year.
